I have your letter of the 5th inst. and note what you say 
with regard to the question mentioned in my letter of the Srd inst. 
to the Secretary of the Treasury. I have read paragraph 4 of Depart- 
ment Circular of November 1, 1894, and note that the letter and spirit 
of the paragraph will uphold my view of the case under consideration, 

After reciting that nickel and bronze pieces, be fintanet by 
the United States Mint, the condition is mentioned, which is as fol- 
lows: "Upon receipt and collection by the Superintendent of that 
Mint of a draft on New York or Philadelphia, payable to his order." 

This condition has been fulfilled, the draft has been col- 
lected and has been paid by our bank in New York, and I maintain that 
our correspondent is being unjustly deprived of the use of his money. 
If we had sent you a draft on Philadelphia and you had sent your mes- 
senger boy to the bank upon which it was drawn to have it cashed, and 
that messenger boy had absconded with the funds, your position would 
be practically the same as it is in the present instance. 

You are unfortuante in having selected a poor collecting 
agency, but I see nothing in the circular from the Treasury Depart- 
ment referred to, that will uphold you in the position you take,

Dear Sir:- 


Your letter of the 18th inst. in reference to our 
claim of $200.00 for cash deposited with the Mint of the United 
States at Philadelphia, Mecember 22nd,1897, duly received. 

In reply thereto I beg to say that your letter was in the nature 
of a surprise to our Bank, considering all the circumstances con- 
nected with this transaction, and in order that no misunderstand- 
ing may arise to prevent the speedy adjustment of our claim, 
I would respectfully call your attention to the following state- 
ment of facts. 

(1) The sum of $200.00 was deposited by the National 
State Bank of Elizabeth,N.J., with the Mint of the United States 
at Philadelphia December 22nd,1897, for which deposit our Bank 


holds a receipt. 

(2) The money was not in the form of a graft or check, for 
which collection was necessary as a condition precedent before 
liability was incurred by the United States. 

(3) The deposit by your former superintendent of certain 
moneys of the United States with a particular bank (even though 
a@ portion thereof may have included the cash received from us) 
was not done by or with the consent or privity of our bank, and 
whether or not the government,in its discretion,directed a cer- 
tain bank to be selected as its depository, cannot, as a legal 
proposition, change the relationship of debtor and creditor which 
now exists between our bank and the United States government to 
that of creditor of the Chestnut Street National Bank of Phila- 


delphia. 
We therefore respectfully, but formally, demand from the 
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Mint of the United States at Phila&elphia the sum of $200.00, 

and hereby make due and legal protest against being made a credi- 

tor of the Chestnut Street National Bank in this transaction, 

and if considered as a creditor of said bank, we hereby deny 

the grant of authority to any persons or officials to act in the 

premises, or in any include us among the creditors of said bank.
